There seems to be a widespread in- 
terest in this coming (and now very 
near) perihelion of the four larger 
planets* It is claimed that this rare 
occurrence— something unparalleled dur- 
ing the Christian era — will so excite 
the electric surface of that great and 
governing luminary, and all his plane- 
tary host, as to cause visible disturb- 
ances both in the sun and some of the 
planets. Is ■'this"'claitn''"substantiat"ed' 
by facts? Wo have had theory for 
some time, but this is not so convincing 
as the hard facts, some of which, from 
our own observations, wo will givo for 
what they are worth. It is well known 
that hjjpricanes of unprecedented vio- 
lence Iiavo occiirrcd during the past 
snring in the Western and Southwest- 
ern States — some of them tiestroying 
many lives and entire towns. 

Dou^jtless amateurs as well as astro- 
nomers will become interested in this 
present planetary, perihelion, which is 
said by the astronomers to exceed in 
interest any such conjunction within 
the history of the last 2,000 years; for 
all four planets have their nearest ap- 
proach almost simultaneously. If it 
becomes an established fact that sam 
spots mean tornadoes and ruin to pro- 
perty and life, their first approach upon 
the sun's disc will bo watched with in- 
terest. Amateurs with inverting teles- 
copes properly shaded should e.'caniine 
tlio upper part, and with erecting 
telescopes the lower part, of the 
sun's disk in the morning, for 
the first appearance of tho spots; and 
as the sun seems to make a half revo- 
lution in twelve hours, it will be the 
lower side at night, or if erect, llie up- 
per. - This is contrarv to tho usual 
method of viewing the stars and pla- 
nets, which aro best seen at a high alti- 
tude. 

For tho aid of those who wish to in- 
vestigate these increasingly interesting 
phenomena, we would say that it would 
take but a few minutes, morning and 
evening, to make a' sketch of tho spots, 
location, proportion, number, etc. Dif- 
ferences each day could thus be noted. 
Largo spots can sometimes be scon with 
a smoked glass. Tho extent and rapidi- 
ty with which these "spots" occur are 
an indication, according to scientists;, of 
of their close connection with tlu! elec- 
tro-mnKiietic conditions of our own 
world. An amateur who was somiad- 
ed mijrht make a good and trustworthy 
showing by sketching while viewing. 
While searching, on Monday morning, 
in the proper place for incoming spots, 
we saw a spot, covering, with its pen- 
umbra, about 30 seconds of arc in size; 
and about the same distance from the 
sun's edge when discovered; whilst tho 
changing cluster of last week was re- 
treating at tho other side, in a white 
and faded condition. Tuesday morning 
this spot is advancing and increasing, 
We supposed that a spot of 2 or 3 min- 
utes of aro would show a bito out of 
tho sun's disk if seen at the right time. 

Before wo stop, it might bo best to 
inquire, if these cyclones continue 
greatly to increase, and to work this 
way, about a safe retreat. Some have 
fled to the cellar, when tbo ominous 
cloud approached, and their frame 
dwellings went from the foundation 
and left Ihem unharmed. But it is 
very evident that this could not always 
be the case. Neither do wo like the 
fate of tho family who recently fled to 
a cave for fear of their house being de- 
stroyed, and a part were drowned and 
the rest nearly so. If a man must be 
humbled down into the caves and holes 
of the earth for fear of these swift and 
majestic visitations, tbo intelligent, if 
not the scientific, man would leave oQ' 
tbo lofty, crowning elevation of his 
bouse and ))Ut it into a strong brick or 
stone-arched room, of easy access from 
bis house, suitably drained and ventil- 
ated, and not much above the earth's 
surface — and built without iron. We 
think a "pyramid" would do. Accord- 
ing to ancient and holy writ, lofty 
cedars, high towers, and the lofty looks 
of a man have got to como down. But 
when ? In tho "day of tho Lord," if 
we know when that is. Possiljly the 
insurance companies, noting tho im- 
pressive electric phenomena connected 
with many of these terriSc cyclones, 
may find cause to rearrange their poli 
cifs, to meet the. possibilities of light 
iiiug in another shape. We shall en- 
deavor to exhibit on the street, from 
time to time this season, these solar 
phenomena, as well as tho moon and 
planets. — Hartford 7'imes.

London, July 15. — An explosion oc- 
curred at 1:20 this morning in the 
London and South Wales Colliery Co.'s 
now black vein pit at Risca, six miles 
from Newport.

It is supposed that one hun- 
dred and nineteen men wore in the pit 
at tho time and there is scarcely a pro- 
bability that any will bo saved. One 
body has been found at the bottom of 
the shaft. Ventilation has been re- 
stored in tho mine with tho view of 
exploring for bodies, 

A dispatch from Cnrdill* says 128 
men were in the pit of the London and 
South Wales Colliery Co.'s mines at 
the time, of the explosion and it is be- 
lieved all perished. 

New York, July li5. — Special from 
London says of tho explosion in Kisca 
colliery: "About 8 o'clock tho bodies 
of three minors were, found near tho 
bottom of the shaft, but they have not 
been brought up. The force of the ex- 
plosion was terrific, blowing to atoms 
tho ventilating apparatus. There is no 
hope that the men may escape. Wiiile 
tho men were at work 3'esterday even- 
ing the atmosphere was noticed to be 
hea^ry and overcharged. At midnight 
it was dull as a Kovember day. The 
scenes about the mine arc reported 
heartrending. There is a large throng 
of people present composed in great 
part of relatives and friends of the im- 
prisoned miners. Among them are 
many women bewailing the fate of hus- 
bands and sons, while little children 
are asking anxiously concerning their 
fathers. Everything possible is being 
done to expedite the rescue of the men, 
but .scarcely anyone hopes to find any 
of the miners alive. 

London, July 15. — It is thought 
that 200 colliers were in the mine at 5 
p.m. Only three bodies has been re- 
covered.

Hussia's TVestem Froutlsr. 

[London Tfli'^mpli.] 
Russia is fortifying her western 
frontier with ftlmost. feverish haste and 
at enormous cost. Kowno and Leii' 
czyca are rapidly waxing into strong- 
hoKls of extraordinary dimensions an^ 
strength. Kowno is destined to servo 
at once as the basis of possible opera 
tiotis against East Prussia, and as the 
rallying point for resistance against any 
German invasion from that, frontier 
province. It is to consist of a huge 
citadel of several forts crowning the 
surrounding heights, and of a tete-de 
pent covering the railway bridge over 
the Niemen, and protecting the three 
railvvay . Unea leading to , Wirbaldeh, 
Warsaw and Wilha, Lenczyca will 
be nmdo a fortress of tho second 
class, and supersede Lamosei as one of 
the "strong places'' constituting the 
Polish Quadrilateral. In KieS the pro- 
visional works erected on tho hights 
commanding , the Dnieper are being 
rapidly converted into massive forts 
with stone escarpments, and Fort Lis- 
sahora is undergoing complete recon- 
struction. To tho defenses of Ivan- 
gorod five huge forts are being added, 
two on the left bank of the Vistula 
and three on tho right bunk of tho 
Wicprz. Two new forts are in course 
of construction at Novo-Georgievsk. 
Tho cost of the development given to 
the inner defenses of Brest-Litowsk is 
appraised in the fortification estimates 
for 1880 at the sum of -£-18,000. 
Magazines are to be erected for the 
storing of 1,000,000 pounds of broad 
daily. It is proposed to complete these 
gigantic preparations for a western war 
by the spring of 1882.

Zn the HCoTmtains of tho Moon. 

With a good tiirec-inch tolesco])o, 
and a little practice in the management 
of the magnifying powers, one may 
easily see all the famous mountains of 
tho moon, and most of the strange-look- 
ing objects that have at difterent times 
been taken for fortifications, roads and 
others works of man. There are 
a number of excellent maps of tho moon, 
by whose aid every conspicuous object 
may be recognized. The point ofgreat- 
est interest to the observer is tho long, 
jagged line, called the terminator, that 
marks the sharp division between day 
and night. If yon watch that lino for 
an hour or two of you will bo astoni.shed 
at the changes that have ^,take^^ place 
under your eye. You will see the sun- 
shine creeping down the .steep inner 
side of a ringed mountain, until the 
floor of tho vast basin, which had bo- 
fore boon perfectly black looking like 
a hole right through the moon, is 
reached and lighted up; wliile the rocky 
flank of: the central peak, or cluster of 
peaks, conie: into. view, and begin to 
cast long, .spiry shadows over the cra!ter 
floor. 

Around all tho.ie seas cluster ringed 
mountains.craters, and mountain ranges, 
whose shadows are thrown upon their 
level surfat;es, varying in length and 
shape and number with every hour. 
The whole southern quarter of tho moon 
is occupied bj the great mountain ro- 
gion that has tho tremendous crater 
Tycho for its centre. Hero the amateur 
telescope m.ay speiul hours among the 
glittering peaks. It is like looking 
down into the heart of the Adirondack.s, 
with the mountains increased ten-fold 
in magnitude, and a thousand-fold in 
number. The mountain wall that sur- 
rounds Tycho is.a perfect ring, fifty- 
four miles in diameter and three miles 
high. Exactly in tho centre of tlio great 
flat floor inclosed within the ring, rises 
a mountain peak a milo in height, that 
shines brilliantly in the sunlight. In 
a good three-inch telescope, Tycho is 
an object of surprising beauty and over- 
varying interest as the sunshine creeps 
up its outer wall, leaps down the 
terraced slope on the opposite side of 
the ring,ahd, sliding across the broad, 
level floor, climbs tho central peak, and 
throws its long pointed shadow clear 
across the crater. For hundreds of 
miles on every side of Tycho the whole 
surface of the moon is broken and 
upheaved into jagged mountain masses, 
in which^re many peaks loftier than 
the highest Alps, nnd some that equal 
the mightest of tho Andes. Tho spec- 
tacle of the sunrise upon these moun- 
tains is niagnificeiit beyond description. 
Sonio of tho highest mountains in tho 
moon lip along .the edge ■ of the^ disk, 
and are seen as in profile against the 
sky. Such are the Doerfel Mountains 
and the Leibnitz Rimgo south of Tycho, 
which rival our Iliinalnya.s in height. 
On the telescope they give the edge of 
the moon a broken or scalloped appear- 
ance.-. - 

The vast dark plaiu.i, which were 
formerly supposed to bo real seas, but 
in which modern astronomers see only 
the bottoms of seas whoso wat(!rs dis- 
appeared ages ago, retain their old ro- 
mantic names. There is the Ocean of 
Storm.'j, covering a vast region in tho 
eastern hemisphere. With its equatorial 
situation, and surx'ouudod by some of 
tho most gigantic u/ountains in the 
moon, it may have been, before the 
waters were stolen a',v.ay, as tempestuous 
as its name implies. On the south of 
the Ocean of Storms projects a large 
bay of a remarkably green hue, which 
is called the Sea of Moisture, while on 
the north the ocean runs into tho nar- 
row Bay of Dpw. Then there is the 
Sea of Showers, the largest of the 
moon's seas, or sea bottoms. Between 
the Sea of Showers and that brilliant 
portion of the moon called tho Lane of 
Hoar Frost, lies the Bay of Rainbows, 
which, as the.Celebrated observers Beer 
and Madler thought, furnishes the 
most magnificent landscape in the 
mooh. It is surrounded by lofty, shining 
cliffs. In tho centre of tho moon are 
tlie Sea of Vapours and tho Bay of 
Tides. In the north arc Plato, or the 
Greater Black Lake, the Sea of Cold, 
and the Marsh of Sleep, tho latter 
being remarkable for its reddish hue. 
In Tranquility, the Sea of Serenit\', 
the Sea of Fertility, tlio Soa of Nectar, 
and tho dark Crisiau Se.-i. The last- 
named, judging from its unusual de- 
pression, was probably the deepest of 
all tho lunar seas, although the great- 
est length is only about 250 miles.

AN EXPERIENCED DUELLIST.

A TRAGEDY IN THREE ACTS. 

A tragedy in three raj)id acts was 
played in real earnest at the Quai des 
Tournelles yesterday.
